—Smith Reynolds, 20-year-old heir 
to the R. J. Reynolds tobacco for- 
tune, shot and fatally wounded 
himself early today on a sleeping 
porch adjoining the bedroom of his 
wife, the former Libby Holman, 
Broadway singer, in his home here. 
Dr. William Dalton, County Cor- 
oner, late this afternoon said he 
was recording the death as a sui- 
cide. 
Reynolds died in a hospital at 


dawn, four hours after he was 
taken there unconscious from the 
bullet wound. He never recovered 
consciousness. 

Gave Party Last Night. 

He and Mrs. Reynolds gave an 
informal dinner party last night. 
All the guests left about midnight 
with the exception of Ab. Walk- 
er, Winston-Salem, a close friend 
of Reynolds, and Miss Blanche 
Yeager, New York, friend of Mrs. 
Reynolds and her house guest. 
Walker, who had been invited 
to spend the night, said he was on 
the lower floor closing windows, 
when he heard the muffled report 
of a shot and then heard Mrs. Rey- 
nolds scream. He found Reynolds 
on the sleeping porch unconscious 
from a bullet wound in the head. 
On the floor by the body was an 
automatic pistol. 

Married Textile Heiress. 


Young Reynolds first came into 
public notice three years ago when. 
after an early morniug ride into 
South Carolina in her father’s au- 
tomobile, he married Annc Cannon. 
Concord (N. C.) textile heiress. 
The troubles of this marriage 
were numerous, and shortly after- 
ward the pair separated. Reynolds 
settling $1,000,000 on their infant 
child. A few months ago he flew 
her to Reno in his airplane and she 
obtained a divorce. 

Shortly thereafter she announcea 
her engagement to B. Frank Smith 
Jr., Charlotte hardware man, and 
almost simultaneously with her 
second wedding came word of the 
marriage several weeks before of 
Reynolds and Miss Holman. 

Mrs. Reynolds is 26. She rose 
to prominence on Broadway 
through her contralto singing in 
the “First Little Show” and her 
dancing with Clifton Webb. 

The former Miss Holman is the 
daughter of a Cincinnati attorney. 
She was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati where she 
studied law. 

Interested in Aviation. 
Reynolds’ interest in aviation 
prompted him to make several air- 
plane trips, including one about 
the Far East with Jean Assolant, 
French flyer. He was returning 
from this trip when Miss Holman 
went to Hawall to meet him and 
they were married there. 
Reynolds was the youngest son 


of R. J. Reynolds, founder of 
the tobacco fortune. An _ elder 
brother, R. J. Reynolds Jr., en- 


gaged: in numerous escapades. Like 
Smith, he has been highly inter- 
ested in aviation, and at one time 
owned Roosevelt Field, near New 
Tork. 

About two years ago in England 
the automobile ef R. J. Reynolds 
Jr. struck and killed a cyclist. 
Reynolds was arrested, convicted 
of reckless driving and served a 
prison sentence under the name of 
R. Joshua Reynolds. Members of 
the Reynolds household said R. J. 
Reynolds Jr. was now in Europe. 
Besides his brother, Smith Rey- 
nolds is survived by two sisters, 
Mrs. Charles Babcock and Mrs.

M’DONALD CALLS 
FOR A SHOWDOWN 


Draft Settlement Subject of 
Conference After Premier 
MacDonald Announces 
He Is Going Home.

LAUSANNE, Switzerland, July 6. 


—France and Germany have vir- 


tually reached an accord on all 
points at issue in the reparations 
conference, an official statement 
from the British delegation said 
this evening. 

Earlier it had been reported that 
a compromise treaty solved the 
German “war guilt” controversy by 
insertio nof the phrase: The 
treaty of Versailles, insofar as it 
concerns reparations ,is hereby 
abrogated.” 

The phrase reads: “The treaty of 
Versailles, in so far as it concerns 
reparations, is hereby abrogated.” 

The draft treaty was the subject 
of a conference this evening be- 
tween Prime Minister MacDonald 
of Great Britain and Chancellor 
von Papen of Germany and Pre- 
mier Herriot of France. There was 
to be another meeting of the six 
participating Powers later this eve- 
ning. 

MacDonald said last night that 
there would have to be a esttle- 
ment b ytomorrow, because he was 
going home Thursday night. 

The French are sponsors of a 
plan which would make cancelation 
of reparations conditional on re- 
vision by the United States of the 
debts due from the World War al- 
lies. Germany has declined to ac- 
cept any proposal linking repara- 
tions and the Allies’ debts. 

France proposed that Germany 
deposit a bond of several billion 
marks with the World Bank in lieu 
of reparations annuities. Part of 
the total would be distributed 
among the Governnients receiving 


for the economic reconstruction of 
Europe. 

Germany balked at the amount 
of the bond and offered a smaller 
figure. Premier Herriot of France 
said at first it would be impossible 
for him to reduce the original fig- 
ure, but subsequently he did com- 
promise and the amount now men- 
tioned varies between two and four 
billion marks ($500,000,000 to $1,- 
000,000,000). 

Premier Herriot declared last 
night that either the United States 
must revise war debt schedules or 
Germany must continue to. pay 
reparations under the Young plan. 
Germany continued to insist that it 
could not meet the Young plan 
payments any longer. 

Herriot’s declaration was given to 
the press in explanation of the 
French demand for a safeguarding 
clause, protecting the French rep- 
arations income in case the United 
States remains adamant on the 
debts. 

Chancellor von Papen proposed 
that Germany pay about $600,000,- 
000 on condition that the war guilt 
clause be removed from the treaty 
and Germany permitted equality of 
armaments. 

Herriot refused to discuss po- 
litical conditions. 

The British advanced a sugges- 
tion that 2,000,000,000 marks 
(about $500,000,000) be issued im- 
mediately in bonds guaranteed by 
the Reichsbank in two issues, one 
at 90 and the second at 95. The 
Germans were reported willing to 
accept this plan, but Herriot al- 
ready has been criticised for cut- 
ting from %1,760,000,000 to 381 
000,000,000 the amount suggested 
by France for the safeguard clause 
in the plan as originally proposed. 
It was indicated that the Ger- 
manys were willing to increase the 
amount of the lump sum proposed 
in lieu of reparations annuities if 
they could obtain moral vindica- 
tion. 

From the Italian delegation it 
was reported tat a satisfactory 
arrangement had been reached re- 
garding Italy’s debts to England.

WOMAN CLEARED. 
INCOCKTAIL PARTY 
KILLING IN LONDON 


Mrs. Elvira Dolores Barney 
Acquitted by Jury on 
Both Murder and Man- 
slaughter Counts. 


SHE FAINTS WHEN 
SHE HEARS VERDICT 


Court Packed to Suffocation 
as Trial of Daughter of 
Wealthy Stock Broker 


Draws to Close.

LONDON, July 6.—Mrs. Elvira 
Doiores Barney, accused of killing 
William Scott Stephen after a cock- 
tail party in her apartment, was 
acquitted by a jury todar on both 
murder and mansilar hter counts. 

She also was exonerated on an- 
other indictment charging intent to 
do Stephen grievous bodily harm, 
based on evidence that prior to the 
killing she once had shot at him, 
but missed. 


The jury was out a little less than 
two hours, having received the case 


When she realized that the jury | 
had acquitted her, Mrs. Barney 
collapsed and was carried from 
the courtroom virtually unconsci- 
ous. Lady Mullens, her mother, 
also collapsed, but was revived. 

Huge Crowd Outside. 

A crowd of several thousand had 
gathered outside Old Bailey. When 
word spread that a verdict had 
been returned the throng rushed 
the police lines in an effort to 
break into the courtroom, but the 
police held. 

It was a little after 5 p. m. when 
the big gates of the Old Bailey 
yard swung open and the police 
cleared a path for her limousine. 
Mrs. Barney sat smoking a cigar- 
ette. Sir John, her father and 
wealthy stock broker, sat on one 
side, and Lady Mullens on the oth- 
er. 

Justice Humphreys, presiding, 
had instructed the jury that unless 
it found the defendant had fired 
the fatal shot with intent to kill 
she could not be convicted. 

The courtroom was packed. to 
suffocation. Every seat was occu- 
pied, men stood shoulder to shoul- 
der in the gangway and bewigged 
barristers sat on steps back of the 
counsel engaged in the case. 
From the public gallery looked 
down a crush of society women, 
distinguished authors and actors 
who have thronged the courtroom 
each day. 


Condemns (oating in GWaliery. 

The Court's charge to the jury 
followed a 90-minute summation 
by Sir Patrick Hastings for the de- 
fense. His first remarks were a re- 
buke for the people in the gallery, 
who, he said, “have been here the 
last two or three days, no doubt 
enjoying and gloating over every 
expression of agony.” 

“We rather despise some of the 
people here and loathe these 
things,” he added. 

At the beginning of his charge, 
Justice Humphreys said Sir Pat- 
rick’s speech for the defense was 
the finest he ever had heard in a 
court of law. 

“Bir Patrick repeated his client's 
story of the killing. Stephen was 
shot to death early in the morning 
of May 31, after a party in 
Mra. Barney’s apartment in 
fair.

BERLIN, July 6.—The American 


round-the-world flying team, Ben- 
nett Griffin and James Mattern, 
set their red, white and blue mono- 
plane down in Berlin at 5:40 p. m. 
(10:40 a. m. St. Louis time) today, 
with two new records. 

They brought their “Century of 
Progress across the Atlantic in 
the amazingly fast time of 18 


hours, 41 minutes, and are the first 
American trans-Atlantic flyers to 
reach this capital non-stop from 
North America. 

They are trying to surpass the 
round-the-world record of eight 
days, 15 hours and 51 minutes set 
in 1931 by Wiley Post and Harold 
Gatty. 

Mattern and Griffin remained in 
Berlin three hours and 20 min- 
utes ,then took off for Moscow at 
9 p. m. (2 p. m. St. Louis time). 
Post and Gatty spent 10 hours and 
8 minutes sleeping in Berlin on 
their journey. At the take-off here 
Mattern and Griffin were 10 hours 
and 43 minutes ahead of Post and 
Gatty. 

The distance from Berlin to 
Moscow is 991 miles. Post and 
Gatty covered it in 8 hours, 52 
minutes. 

Mattern Cables Wife. 

During the refueling of their 
ship the aviators sent various t. 
egrams back to the United States. 
Mattern’s message to his wife said: 
“Berlin looked great. Hope see 
you this week-end.”’ 

German pilots on the field were 
jubilant when the plane came 
down. Several of them ran out to 
where it rolled to a stop and 
thrust foaming scuttles of beer at 
the flyers. To their amazement the 
Americans waved it aside 

“What we want,” said Griffin, “is 
a good long drink of water. That 
beer looks good, but it might not 
set so well. ‘We haven’t had any- 
thing but oranges since we left New

Their fast crossing from Harbor 
Grace, N. F., put them two hours, 
55 minutes ahead of Post and 
Gatty, at the Berlin stage of the 
journey, on the basis of elapsed 
time. ' 
When Post and Gatty reached 
Berlin after stopping at Harbor 
Grace, Chester, England, and Han- 
over, they had been out 34 hours, 
34 minutes. 
Non-Stop Flight Saves Time. 
Although Mattern and Griffin 
took more than ‘0 hours to reach 
Harbor Grace from New York, they 
reduced the Post-Gatty margin of 
more than four hours on that trip, 
by cutting out the intermediate 
stops to the German capital. 
The distance to Berlin from Har- 
bor Grace is about 2500 miles. 
From New York it is about 4000 
miles. The average speed main- 
tained by Mattern and Griffin was 
about 138 miles an hour. 
Few on Hand to Greet Them. 
Only a small crowd was on 
hand to greet the flyers, but Tem- 
pelhof Airdrome officials did their 
utmost to celebrate the new 
heights of trans-Atlantic aviation. 
As the red, white and blue plane 
circled around and dropped lightly 
into the runways, the stars and 
stripes were raised, and a band 
played the “Star Spangled Banner.” 
Ambassador Frederick M. Sack- 
ett, who had received reports of 
the flyers’ progress, had left the 
field 15 minutes before they ar- 
rived, supposing that they had 
probably stopped between Hanover 
and Berlin. 
Mattern and Griffin left Harbor 
Grace at 3:59 p. m. (St. Louis 
time) yesterday. They were first 
sighted over Rosapenna, Donegal, 
Northern Ireland, at 10:30 a. m.

When Garner sat down amid

“The gentleman from ‘Texas,’ 
Snell said, has made the greatest 
appeal for class distinction I have 
ever heard.

He had earned $42 a week when 
he worked, and after he lost his 
job his savings sustained the fam- 
ily for a while, then most of the 
furniture went, and after a year 
they were dependent upon charity. 
Now help is denied them, because 
others need it worse, and there is 
not enough to go around, 

It was late in the afternoon when 
the visit was made to the ex- 
Mississippi farmer. The family was 
gathered around the dining table, 
and three of the girls were stand- 
ing, because there were no chairs. 
“Lunch or supper?” asked the 
relief worker. “Both,” he replied, 
„We've only got enough for two 
meals.” On the table there was 
a bowl of boiled dried beans, three 
slices of salt pork and several pieces 
of bread. 
This family, for the present, will 
continue to receive help, $7 a week 
for food, and rent for their three 
rooms, $11 a month, is to be paid. 
Enough to keep alive the father 
and mother and their seven chil- 
dren, the oldest a girl of 11. 
The other family with seven 
children is being cut off because 
the father earns $40 a month, 
sweeping out offices at night at 
National Stockyards on the East 
Side, a five-mile hike from his 
home. For seven years he had 
been a molder in a plate glass 
factory, but the factory shut down 
two years ago. The mother was 
bending over a wash tub when the 
visitors arrived. The three-room 
upper flat was immaculately clean, 
and the worn clothing of the chil- 
dren spotless. The father was 
shining his shoes—a proud work- 
man even at $40 a month. 

Hopes to Get Job Back. 
The optimistic young farmer 
from Reynolds County had “shov- 
eled under ground” for four years 
in a Flat River lead mine. Stand- 
ing all day in water finally af- 
fected his health and three years 
ago he brought his family to St. 
Louis. He worked at a paint fac- 
tory and for two years up to last 
December as a mechanic in a pow- 
er plant at Venice. Then the plant 
shut down. 
„But I'm still on the pay roll,” 
he said hepefully, “that is not on 
the pay roll, exactly, but they’ve 
got my name and address and I'll 
get my job back when they open 
up.“ 
Shelter and $6 a week for food 
is still being given to this family, 
for the youngest of five children, 
a boy born several weeks ago, will 
need special care. He was a tiny 
baby, with feet and hands large in 
proportion to the rest of his body. 
The doctors said his mother had 
not been getting enough food to 
eat. 
The mother of two lives in u& 
shack built in the railroad yards in 
North St. Louis near the Mississippi 
River, a place constructed by her 
husband two years ago when he 
lost his job as a truck driver. They 
used to have a horse, and her hus- 
band pickedrYup a few dollars a 
week at odd hauling jobs, but the 
horse died last spring because there 
was no feed for it. She has a few 
chickens and finds food for them 
by sweeping out grain cars at a 
nearby elevator.

Donors Say They Are from 
Angelus Temple; Board 
Makes Statement.

LOS ANGELES, July 6.—As 
Myrtle Joan St. Pierre left the 
courthouse yesterday at the con- 
clusion of the twelfth day of the 
trial of her $200,000 breach of 
promise suit against David Hutton, 
she was met by 20 or more men 
and women with baskets of flowers 
for her. To all who asked, the 
flower bearers said they were mem- 
bers of Angelus Temple and that 
they offered the flowers “‘with best 
wishes.”’ 

Hutton, a choir singer, recently 
married Mrs. Aimee Semple Mc- 
Pherson, pastor of Angelus Temple. 
It was this marriage that brought 
on the suit of Miss St. Pierre, a 
nurse, twice married and 30 years 
old. 

While the flowers were being 
presented to Miss St. Pierre, Hut- 
ton stood in the background, a look 
of amazement on his face. He 
made no comment. 

The board of.elders of Angelus 
Temple took notice of the event 
by adopting this resolution: 

“Resolved, that the board of 
elders of Angelus Temple have no 
knowledge of any flowers being 
sent to Miss St. Pierre by any group 
of temple members nor by the elder 
body or any individual member oi 
that body.“ 

Hutton finished his cross-exam- 
ination yesterday.

WEEKS AFTER 


et MURDER 


Guy McRoberts, acquitte¢ of a 
murder charge two weeks ago at 


Clayton, was arrested today, soon 
after he had heid up the proprietor 
of a shoe store at 4266 Manchester 
avenue, 

The shoe man resisted, and Mc- 
Roberts fled, empty handed, after 
beating him on the head with a re- 
volver. As he ran out the back 
door and down an alley he was 
observed by Probationary Patrol- 
man William O’Connor, who was 
in a pool room around the corner 
on Tower Grove avenue. 

O’Connor took out in pursuit and, 
calling upon the fugitive to halt, 
fired two shots im the air. He was 
gaining ground and two blocks 
away was only a few feet behind 
when McRoberts wheeled and 
leveled his revolver at him. 

O’Connor knocked the weapon 
from his hand. Other policemen, 
who had heard the shots, arrived 
and helped him ‘subdue the pris- 
oner. 

When they inquired what the 

trouble was, the officers reported, 
McRoberts responded, “I just 
stuck up a shoe store.” Later, at 
the Magnolia avenue police station, 
he told Capt. Dineen it was only a 
quarrel over the change he ex- 
pected to receive in making a pur- 
chase. 
George Steinmeyer, owner of the 
shoe store, identified McRoberts as 
the man who had held him up 
and said there had been no pur- 
chase. McRoberts had entered the 
store about 10 o’clock, Steinmeyer- 
said, and left while he was wait- 
ing on other customers. He re- 
turned a few minutes later, after 
the customers had gone, the store 
owner said, and ordered Stein- 
meyer to lie on the floor in a rear 
room. 

A struggle followed, and when 
another customer entered the 
store, Steinmeyer said, McRoberts 
ran out the back. 

McRoberts, formerly a service 
car driver, killed Edward Unger 
last Oct. 9 in a Meramec River 
cottage. At his trial he pleaded 
self defense, and the jury acquitted 
him June 18. McRoberts testified 
that he shot Unger in the head as 
Unger was creepirg upon him with 
an ice pick. In his confession Mc- 
Roberts said Unger sought his life 
because he knew of several holdups 
in St. Louis in which Unger had 
taken part. 

Probationary Patrolman O’Con- 
nor, who captured McRoberts to- 
day, has been a policeman for only 
eight months. He is attached to 
the Magnolia avenue district.

WINNIPEG, Man., July 6.—A 
famed Northland pilot, Andrew D. 
Cruickshank, and two mechanics 
have lost their lives in a venture to 
open up the radium ore fields of 
the Far North. ' 

Canadian Airways has received 
word that the bodies of Cruick- 
shank, Horace W. Torrie and Har- 
ry King— missing nearly a week— 
had been found near Lake Maze- 
nod, 60 miles north of Fort Rae 
on the aerial trail to the rich Great 
Bear Lake area. 

Their plane obviously had 
crashed and buried its nose deep in 
a ridge after wandering aimlessly 
in poor visibility. It was thought 
the men had been dead for five 
days. 

Cruickshank left Cameron Bay 
last Wednesday with a load of min- 
ing equipment for Fort Rae and 
had not been sighted since. W. R. 
May flew the route the next day 
and must have passed over the 
scene of the accident. He decided 
that Cruickshank must have been 
flying low to follow landmarks and 
struck the side of a hil. 

The dead pilot was a war-time 
pilot, an air mail flyer, and a hero 
of the McAlpine party rescue in 
1929. He was married and had two 
children. He was a native of Ox- 
fordshire, England.

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N ational 8 eee Board Shows 
Effect of the Economic Depression 
on Wages in United States.

NEW YORK, July 6. — National 
Industrial Conference Board statis- 


ties show unemployment has caused 
aggregate earnings to fall off 
sharply, and the board computes 
that the purchasing power of. the 
total pay envelope, after giving ef- 
fect to reduction in employment, 
was 23.1 per cent less in May, 1932, 
than in September; 1929. 
Purchasing power is measured 
by the decline in prices of the 
things the wage earner buys. This 
decline was 22.7 per cent from Sep- 
tember, 1929, to May, 1932. Thus 
purchasing power of the individual 
dollar was 22.7 per cent greater, or 
124.8 cents, as compared to 100 
cents in 1923 and 99.2 cents in 
September, 1929. But as the num- 
ber of dollars received wes much 
less, the wage earner’s total real 
purchasing power was considerably 
smaller. 
In September, 1929, taken as the 


month the business slump set in, 
the industrial wage earner received 
on the average of $25.89 a week. 
In May, 1932, he received only 
$17.17—40.6 per cent less. 

The rate of payment has fallen 
less than the decline of prices, so 
that the wage earner working as 
many hours in May, 1932, as in 
September, 1929, is better off. Very 


the decline being 30.5 per cent. 
The wage earner in May received 
51 cents an hour on the average, 
13.9 per cent less than in Septem- 
ber, 1929. 


Save for a few seasonal gains, 
the board says, unemployment was 
aggravated in May, 1932, by fur- 
ther layoffs. The number of those 
employed in the manufacturing in- 
dustries now stands at about 62.2 
per cent of the 1923 level and about 
the same as compared with 1929. 


The decline in May was 4 per cent 
fromm April.

Wife Gets Farmer Out 
Of Jail jn Fight for Lund 


He Agrees to obey Court Order Giving 40 
Acres to Two Lawyers Under Fore- 
closure Suit. 


A wite's plea for her husband et- 
fected the release from the Ed- 
wardsville jail last night of A. B. 
Rockwell, 72-year-old Madison 
County farmer, sent there a few 
hours previously for contempt of 
court. 

Her powers of persuasion were 
sufficient, too, to induce him to 
sign a statement agreeing to sur- 
render peaceably 40 acres of his 
farm obtained through foreclosure 
by two Edwardsville lawyers. Cir- 
cuit Judge Brown had sent him to 
jail for contempt because he re- 
fused to give up the land, and his 
statement was incorporated in the 
court order for his release. 

In inducing her husband to sur- 
render his “east 40,“ Mrs. Rock- 
well shattered his faith in his legal 
lore, acquired through home study, 
although she failed to lessen a mil- 
itant distrust of lawyers. 

His Stand. 

Yesterday shortly before his wife 
appeared, he said at the jail he 
had told her that morning “not to 
keep supper for me, because I fig- 
ured I might end up in jail.” 

“Syre enough, Judge Brown sent 
me over here. Contempt of court, 
he called it. Well, maybe so. If 
not giving up my property is con- 


tempt of court I reckon I’m guilty.”

0 The book cost of fixed capital 
was analyzed to determine what 
proportion of the property was used 
for exchange business and the per- 
centage was applied to the $2,971,- 
000 total dividend and interest re- 
quirements to ascertain what part 
of the burden should be borne by 
the exchange system. The ex- 
change system’s share was fixed at 
$1,957,000. This was deducted from 
the $3,821,000 of adjusted operat- 
ing income, leaving $1,854,000 as 
the maximum possible reduction in 
revenues. The revenues were re- 
duced $1,550,000 by the rate cut, 
leaving a safety margin of about 
$300,000. 
Syst ems Kept Separate. 

The order plainly stated that the 
exchange and toll - systems «must 
stand separately on ‘their own 
feet“ just as though operated by 
distinct corporations. 

“If the goneral schedule of rates 
for local service were to carry sonic 
burden to make up for shortage ok 
revenues on the toll setystem, it 
would mean that subscribers hav- 
ing little or no use for tol) service 
would be continually required to pay 
for a service which they would nox 
use,” said the commission.

RICHMOND HEIGHTS TO ELECT 
COMMISSION IN 60 DAYS 


Drops Aldermanic Form of Gov- 
ernment, 1159 to 153; Non- 
Partisan Ticket to Be Named. 
Elections to choose a commis- 
sion to govern Richmond Heights 
will be held within the next 60 
days as the result of a special 
election yesterday changing the 
form of government. 

By a vote of 1159 to 158 the peo- 
ple of the suburb abandoned the 
Mayor and Council government of 
a fourth-class city. The commis- 
sion will operate under third-class 
city laws. It will consist of a 
Mayor and two Commissioners. 
The election must be within 60 
days and a primary to choose 
nominees must be held two weeks 
before that. There will be two 
non-partisan tickets in the pri- 
mary, one for Mayor and one for 
Commissioners. The two candi- 
dates for Mayor and the four for 
Commisisoners receiving the high- 
est votes will be the nominees. 
Mayor J. J. Flanagan, who was 
elected for the first time last April 
and who joined the Richmond 
Heights Civic League in proposing 
the change in government, will run 
to succeed himself under the new 
plan. * 

At present there are 10 Alder- 
men, whose offices will automat- 
ically be vacated. The City Col- 
lector and City Marshal have been 
elective officers, but hereafter they 
will be appointive. For several 
years there has been a controversy 
over the collectorship. 

Richmond Heights has a popu- 
lation of about 9100. There was 
no organized opposition to the pro- 
posal adopted yesterday. Other 
suburban towns having commission 
government are Webster Groves, 
Kirkwood and Maplewood. Mayor 
Flanagan said no increase in the 
town tax rate was anticipated.

NEW YORK, July 6.—The Amer- 
ican Olympic Committee, which 
despaired of raising enough money 
to send a full representation to the 


games at Los Angeles, has an- 
nounced it is now only $48,000 


from its goal. 

The campaign for funds lagged 
badly in its early stages but has 
been picking up momentum, Pres- 
ident Avery Brundage said, and al- 
though he declined to give the ex- 
act amount raised said the goal 
was in sight. All expenses of the 
winter sports team have been paid. 

The sum of $350,000 originaly 
was set as the minimum required 
but economies were effected in 
various sports and the total was 
cut considerably. 

The committee, at a meeting last 
night, set limits on teams in every 
sport so the total number of Amer- 
ican contestants will be 340. This 
is below the number originally 
planned and some 60 under the 
delegation sent to Amsterdam in 
1928, but it nevertheless gives the 
United States good representation 
in every sport.

SAN. FRANCISCO, July 6.—Ac- 
cusations of “slow timing” and 
charges of “a plot to show up 
Western clockers” flew yesterday 
in the wake of the Intercollegiate 
track and field championships held 
at Berkeley last Friday and Sat- 
urday.

Templeton wrote. 

Templeton based his protest on 
the time of 9.9s credited to Frank 
Wykoff, of the University of South- 
ern California, in winning the final 
of the 100-yard dash. Wykoff is 
an applicant for a new world’s rec- 
ord of 9.4 and is joint holder of the 
recognized mark of 9.5. 

Wykoff Time Discredited. 
“Wykoff ran as good a race as 

he ever ran in his He and was giv- 
en 9.9,” Templeton said. “There 
was hardly a man entered in the 
high hurdles who couldn’t run 15 
seconds or better yet Gene Record 
of Harvard, who won the cham- 
pionship for the third straight 
time, getting a beautiful start and 
running in perfect form, was giv- 
en a bare 16 fiat. 

“The best of the times were in 
comparison and as a consequence 
the results of this great meet were 
sent all over the world to prove 
that the athletes belonging to the I. 
. Four-A have become decadent. 
Comparing these times with those 
made at the national collegiate at 
Chicago, one would get the idea 
that not a single Western athlete 
would have a chance in that meet. 

“The Easterners are openly 
gloating over the fact our timers 
have been shown up. I believe 
they came out here with the idea 
of showing up our timers firmly 
fixed in their minds.” 

In Wykotft's case, other observ- 
ers pointed out that Ralph Proc- 
tor, only Western timer working in 
the meet, caught the Southern Cal.

Although mentioned ir the ver- 
sailles treaty, it was left to a Bou- 
logne conference of the allied Pow. 
ers in June, 1920, to name tenta- 
tively the amount that Germans 
must pay. 

But a previously appointed Rep-

GENEVA, July 6—Plans are 
under way at the disarmament con- 
ference to praise, but pigeonhole, 
Presidnt Hoovr’s proposals for 
a one-third reduction of the 
world’s armament the conference 
is prepared to adjourn until next 
fall. 

The conference is scheduled to 
issue a declaration before it ad- 
journs praising the President's sug- 
gestions and setting forth the 
points in them on which the vari- 
ous delegations are in approximate 
agreement. 

The delegations that have not 
yet expressed themselves on the 
plan will hay a chance to do 30 
at a session of the general com- 
mission of the conference tomor- 
row. Last night the conference 
Bureau authorized Sir John Si- 
mon, British Foreign Secretary, to 
start drafting the general declara- 
tion with which the work of the 
parley will be ended for the sum- 
mer. 

The declaration will say that 
some of the phases of the plan 
require considerable time for study 
by the Powers concerned. 

The procedure, proposed by i- 
mon, was approved by Ambassa- 
dor Hugh Gibson of the United 
States and Joseph Paul-Boncour of 
France.

President Approves Pooling 700,000 
Tons, Holding It Till 1933.

HAVANA, Cuba, July 6.—Presi- 
dent Machado has signed a decree 
legalizing resolutions adopted by 


the Sugar Institute and the Na- 
tional Export Corporation for pool- 
ing 700,000 tons of sugar.

SOVIET SOUNDED 
BY CAPITALIST ON 
1S RECOGNITION 


Frederick Pope of New York 
Suggests to Moscow Offi- 
cials That They Receive 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, July 6.—An unoffi- 
cial movement to reopen the ques- 
tion of recognition by the United 
States of the Soviet Government is 
under way here and there is rea- 
son to believe it is received with 
favor by Soviet officials. 

The movement was started by 
Frederick Pope, New York indus- 
trialist, acting in a private capac- 
ity. Pope presented to Soviet offi- 
cilals a suggestion that the United 
States send an unofficial commis- 
sioner to Russia as a preliminary 
to negotiations for the establish- 
ment of normal relations. 


He laid the matter before a 
meeting of men high in the Soviet 
regime, among them V. I. Mezh- 
lauk, vice-chairman of the State 
Planning Commission; V. V. Ossin- 
sky, head of the central adminis- 
tration of the National Economic 
Council; E. V. Rubinin, head of 
the American department of the 
Commissariat for Foreign Affairs; 
and Karl Radek, Russia’s foremost 
international political commentator, 

He presented; it was learned, an 
account of “satisfactory” conversa 
tions he had held on the subject in 
certain quarters in Washington just 
before he sailed for Russia last 
May. | 

Pope is expected to return to the 
United States this month and the 
prospect is that he will renew his 
conversations there. 

The persistent refusal of the 
United States to recognize the Sov- 
let Government has been a source 
of constant disappointment here. 
On a previous visit Pope also 
brought the matter up with indi- 
viduals with whom he had business 
contacts as head of the Nitrogen 
Engineering Corporation. 

He said his own interest was per- 
sonal, as a man who does business 
with Russia, but he thought both 
countries would be benefited from 
a business standpoint by recogni- 
tion, 

“Soviet purchases of industrial 
equipment in the United States are 
being held to the minimum possi- 
ble,” he said, “because of the pres- 
ent lack of official relationship be- 
tween the two countries.

This statement was 
Also made by Mayor Ruth and other 
‘members of his political organization 
during the last campaign for election of 
members of the Board of Aldermen, 
‘ which statement was the direct cause of 
„ his candidate’s defeat in that election. 
It is difficult for me, and hundreds of 
others who know, to believe Mayor Ruth's 
* statement when he says that taxes have 
not increased in University City. In truth 


* the last two years taxes have increased 
126 per cent. I own a building at 6320 
. Delmar, on whjch I paid approximately 
* $500 taxes in 1930. In 1931, the taxes 
" were approximately $1200. There are 
* hundreds of others in University City who

All three parties promise governmental reorganiza- 
tion. The Republicans would give the President 
power to direct the reorganization of departments 
and bureaus. The Democrats would abolish “useless” 
commissions and offices and consolidate existing de- 
partments and bureaus. The Socialists, more spe- 
cifically, demand the direct election of the President 
and Vice-President, proportional representation, the 
initiative and referendum, an easier method of 
amending the Constitution and the abolition of the 
power of the Supreme Court to declare laws uncon- 
stitutional. 

Money and banking come in for more attention 
than is usual in this year of depression. Republic 
ans uphold the gold standard and denounce inflation. 
Democrats, too, declare their belief in a “sound cur- 
rency.” The former promises a “more stringent,” the 
latter a “more rigid,” supervision of banking, with- 
out going into detail as to its nature.

Both parties refer to the use of bank funds in 
security spe¢eulation. The Republicans promise to 
“study and correct” it. The Democrats promise to 
“prevent” it. Both favor an international monetary 
conference, the Republicans to consider the “posi- 
tion” of silver; the Democrats to consider its “re 
habilitation.” Between these two positions there is, 
perhaps, little to choose. The Socialists present a 
radical alternative to both by simply promising the 
nationalization of the banking system. 

When they come to the relations between govern- 
ment and business, both major parties propose to 
authorize the Federal Power Commission to regulate 
the charges for electric current when transmitted 
across state lines. Here the Democrats go much 
further. They pledge “strict and impartial enforce- 
ment of the anti-trust laws” and their “revision for 
the better protection of labor and the small pro- 
ducer and distributer.” 

They propose to regulate the security exchanges 
and holding companies which securities across 
state lines, and declare for the “conservation, develop- 
ment and use of the nation’s water power in the 
public interest.” To this issue, of course, the Social- 
ists apply the formula of “public ownership and dem- 
ocratic control,” 

Labor gets words from the Republicans, tangible 
promises from the Democrats, everything it wants 
from the Socialists. All three declare for the shorter 
day and week. The Republicans, in addition, approve 
high wages, collective bargaining and the restriction 
of immigration. The Democrats urge the use of Fed- 
eral credit for unemployment relief, the extension 
of Federal public works and the enactment of state 
laws for compulsory unemployment insurance and old 
age pensions. 

The Socialists demand five billions for -direct re-

ployment agencies, minimum wage laws, abet 
of the injunction in labor disputes, outlawry 
yellow dog contract and social insurance 
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ment or by example, for the abolition of the military 
training camps, the R. O. T. C. and conscription in 
time of war, for the prohibition of the sales of mu- 
nitions to other Powers, for the abandonment of 
military intervention in any other nation, for Rus- 
sian recognition, for membership in the World Court 
and in the League of Nations. The pacifist and the 
internationalist can indeed find much more to their 
liking there than in the platforms of the older 
parties. 0 f 

In international economic relationships, the issues 
are clearly drawn. The Democrats explicitly de 
clare against the cancellation of the war debts. The 
Socialists promise to cancel them. The Repub 
licans are significantly silent. The Republicans 
praise the Hawley-Smoot tariff and promise to main- 
tain and raise rates and to extend protection to for- 
ests, mines and oil wells. The Democrats denounce 
the Hawley-Smoot law and promise a “competitive 
tariff for revenue.” The Republicans are for the 
present Tariff Commission reporting to the Presi- 
dent; the Democrats for a “fact-finding tariff com- 
mission free from executive interference.” 

The G. O. P. pledges adherence to the “most-fa- 
vored-nation” principle, while the Democracy prom- 
ises to obtain reciprocal trade agreements with other 
nations and to enter an international conference to 
bring about a restoration of world trade. On the 
tariff issue, if not on the debts, there is much hope 
in the Democratic position. 

On prohibition, finally, the division is equally 
clear. The Republicans, after emptily approving “law 
enforcement” and “the progress which has been 
thus far made,” promise to submit an amendment 
which would restore state option while retaining in 
the Federal Government power to protect the bor- 
ders of the dry states and prevent the return of the 
saloon. The Democrats come out unequivocally for 
repeal, submission and the modification of the Vol- 
stead Act. The Socialists, too, favor repeal and state 
option, and would place the liquor business, where 
legalized, under public ownership. There is little 
consolation in any of the platforms for an ultra-dry. 

An appraisal of the three platforms reveals, sur- 
prisingly enough, that a few new id€as have crept even 
into the Republican document. Prohibition submis- 
sion, public purchase of marginal farm lands, regu- 
lation of interstate sales of electricity and “more 
stringent” supervision of banking are new, if not 
revolutionary. There are many more liberal planks 
to be found, however, in the Democratic platform. 
On prohibition, on the tariff, on unemployment re- 
lief and insurance and on the government regula- 
tion of business, the Democracy has shown itself to 
be far in advance of the Grand Old Party. These 
four issues, indeed, promise to be the outstanding 
issues of the campaign. . 

In many particulars the Socialists offer even more 


to the progressive voter than do the Democrats.. 


The Democratic platform is silent on the question 
of civil liberty. The Socialists uphold the guaran- 
tees of free speech, press and assembly, demand the 
repeal of the espionage act, call for Federal legis- 
lation against lynching and declare that persons 
should not be deported or excluded from citizenship 
on account of their political, social or economic be- 
liefs. On labor, on foreign affairs and on political 
reform, too, the Socialists present a more liberal pro- 
gram than does Democracy. 

On paper, then, Republicanism offers the status 
quo; Socialism offers the voter an opportunity to 
register his desire for far more radical changes in 
our political and economic institutions than the De 
mocracy would approve; and, for the voter who can- 
not go as far as the Socialists, the Democratic plat- 
form, happily, this year offers a genuine alternative 
to Republican reaction.

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TOO MUCH WEIGHT ON THE FRENCHMAN. 


Mr. Kipling’s New Book 


By Clair Kenamore. 


HE first publication in six years by Rud- 
yard Kipling is, according to the adver- 


tisement, his “Limits and Renewals,” 


published in America by Doubleday, Doran 


& Co. Its reception in this country by some 
of the severe reviewers has been decidedly 
cool, but to a Kipling fan of the first water, 
the book brings many delights. 

It contains 14 short stories, founded on 
various themes and built on various frames. 
Usually the theme is treated both in prose 
and poetry. Accompanying each story is at 
least one poem, addressed to one phase of 
the story. 

A consideration of the book, by and 
large, leads, to the opinion that Mr. Kipling 
has had one or more spells of sickness and 
that his mind has turned to religious themes. 
There always has been in his work an un- 
derstrain of religion, although he has cov- 
ered this usually with the most vigorous of 
anti-religious theories, even when such an 
attitude was not fashionable. It was one of 
the things which made it impossible that he 
ever could be a court poet. 

There is no-new Kiplingesque material in 


this book. It is made up of the old themes 


which have always held a strong appeal for 
him, now made over, and exceedingly well 
done. He-shows the same skill in the me- 
chanical handling of his work that he did 
in his brilliant peak. He thas all the old 
devices at command, but he applies them 
to themes and schemes and stories that he 
had suggested before. As always, they 
breathe the breath of inspiration, and none 
seems to be studied or labored. 
* — > 

In his poem, “The Last Chantey,” written 
m 1892, Kipling thus quotes the stout Apos- 
tle Paul, “Once we frapped a ship and she 
labored woundily.” He has employed the 
same thought since that time, but in this 
book he takes it up in a big way, which ap- 
parently he long has wanted to do. The 
story is “The Manner of Men,” and he tells 
of a ship, bound for Rome under Caesar’s 
guarantee against loss, bearing a cargo of 
wheat and many Jewish prisoners, among 
them a little gnarled man, who is the Apos- 
tle Paul. The wheat got wet, commenced 
to swell, so they frapped the ship. 

To frap a ship, you run chains or cables 
or hawsers around her from the deck and 
make them tight enough to hold the craft 
from going to pieces when its cargo ewells. 
Now, many sailors say that nobody ever 
frapped a ship, that it is one of the pieces 
of dream-seamanship, just one of the tales 
that sellors tell in port. But they frapped 
this rr te — the story is told by the men 
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be remembered that Anatole France worked 
upon these themes and one wonders wheth- 
er the great English master, at his age, can 
hope to rival the great French one. 

The stories which lead one to believe that 
Mr. Kipling has had much commerce lately 
with doctors, hospitals and nurses are nu- 
merous. In each of them there is the smell 
of ether, the tone of having descended near 
to death and having been pulled back again. 
All of the modern stories have some refer- 
ence in them to the great war. 

One story, “Beauty Spots” of modern day 
England, is as funny as anything Mr. Kip- 
ling has written in 25 years.

“The Miracle of Saint Jubanus” is in the 
best Kipling manner, and if it differs from 
any of his earlier stories of the same kind, 
it is that a certain mellowness has replaced 
the virility of the earlier crop. 

The last story in the book, “Uncovenant- 
ed Mercies,” has to do with certain angels 
and archangels, all extremely British. The 
story has a little of “All God’s Chillun Got 
Wings” and a little of the play, “Outward 
Bound,” but it is a good story, as they all 
are. 

Mr. Kipling’s persevering and unending 
antagonism for Americans is shown in this 
book when opportunity serves. This has 
always been a difficult thing to account for,

BARRING NEGROES FROM JURY 
UPSETS SLAYER’S CONVICTION 


Baltimore County Practice for 26 
Years, Basis of Reversal of 
Death Sentence. 

By the Associated Press. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., July 6.—The 
practice of a Maryland County 
court in excluding Negroes from 
jury duty was responsible today for 
giving a new trial to a convicted 
murderer. 

The Maryland Court of Appeals 
yesterday ordered retrial of the 
case of Euel Lee, alias Orphan 
Jones, convicted of murdering 
Green -K. Davis, a Worcester Coun- 
ty farmer, in October, last year. 

Lee was also charged with kill- 
ing Davis’ wife and two daughters 
after a wage dispute, but was tried 
only for the single murder. 

The Court found that in the last 
26 years, there had been no Ne- 
groes in the panel of Baltimore 
county court juries. This, it said, 
“amounts to exclusion in the con- 
stitutional sense.“ 

Attorneys for Lee, retained by 
the International Labor Defense, 
argued at the time of his trial a 
Negro should be permitted on the 
jury, but their request was refused.

APPER, chubby debonair 
Manuel II, one-time King of 
Portugal, died last week in En- 
d, where he had for 22 years 
ved as an exile from his native 
land. His death again recalls the 
glamorous romance of his three- 
year reign and the conjectures as 
te whether he might not have died 
a King had not Alphonso XIII, late- 
ly of Spain, introduced him to Ga- 
briele Caire, daughter of a poor 
Marseilles family who had run 
away to go on the stage when 15 
years old, and as Gaby Deslys, 
“Gaby of the Lilies.“ had become a 
leading French actress. 

For Manuel, never noted for the 
strength of his intellect or charac- 
ter, found the blonde Gaby more 
than passing fair, and took her not 
only into his heart but into his pal- 
ace. Whereupon, such were Gaby's 
extravagant demands and such 
Manuel’s desire to fulfill them, 
that the royal coffers of Portugal, 
already depleted to comparative 
vacuums, collapsed completely. The 
populace then rose indignantly, 
chased Manuel out of Lisbon, and 
set up a Republic. 

Gaby wandered, back into France 
with her fame augmented greatly 
by her part in freeing Portugal of 
its monarchy and by her conquest 
of a King, and amused the popu- 
lace of various countries, including 
the United States, until her prema-~- 
ture death of influenza in 1920. 
Manuel hastened to England, un- 
doubtedly thankful that he had es- 
caped so lightly und with a large 
personal fortune, for he had come 
into the kingship in 1908 through 
some irascible Portugese tossing a 
bomb under his father, Carlos I, 
and his brother, Crown Prince Luis, 
Duke of Braganza. They hadn't 
even bothered to dethrone those 


two.

ANUEL was little more than a 
Mecunsster when he came to the 

throne of Portugal in February, 
1908; he was but 43 years old when 
he died. He had not inherited 
much; a nice country, perhaps, 
from the viewpoint of a romantic 
history, what with having founded 
Brazil, and discovering India by 
way of Cape of Good Hope and

comfortable country for anyone sit- 
ting on the throne. Even if the 
throne was long established, and 
the holder of it was a member, of 
the house of Braganza-Saxe-Coburg 
and Gotha, established along about 
the tenth century. 


ORTUGAL, in short, was in a 
Poreety bad way. For a couple 

of hundred years it had been 
in the throes of a depression fully 
equal to the one now internationa- 
lly in effect, and due to somewhat 
the same cause; some mighty pros- 
perous boom years that the Portu- 
guese thought would never end. 
The boom started with the exploit- 
ations in India and Brazil, when 
living became so easy what with a 
steady flow of gold from the labors 
of others that the Portuguese aris- 
tocracy sat back and expected it to 
flow until Gabriel blew. No effort 
was made to develop their own 
country, so when the flow petered 
out, the only source of revenue was 
taxes, with the populace of Porti- 
gal the taxees. 


The populace, since industry was 
at a standstill, had a hard time 
keeping up to the demands of the 
aristocracy, and did a great deal of 
undertone grumbling. The grum- 
bling became so audible that by the 
time Manuel's father, Carlos I, took 
charge, he had to try desperate 
measures, and appointed a dicta- 
tor. The populace didn’t like that, 
especially, and tossed a bomb at 
Carlos. 


Manuel was a poor substitute. 
He was young, inexperitnced, and 
weak. On top of that he lacked 
the support of the general staff, 
which took advantage of his will- 
ingness to listen to advice, and 
helped him squander the meager 
resources of the country. Instead 
of looking after the royal affairs, 
Manuel had a good time, and both- 


e' ered chiefly about Gaby. 


While he was introduced to her, 
in Paris it seems, by the King of 


spain, the friendship of Alphonso 


and Gaby was platonic. It was 
not that way with Manuel, who be- 


fat ing unmarried at the time, car- 
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ried off the dancer to his Lisbon 
palace. There, it was reported and 
pretty well authenticated, he estab- 
lished her in a suite with the fur- 
nishings and service that would 
have been accorded to a queen, and 
forgot all about Portugal. He gave 
her everything she wanted, includ- 
ing a necklace of pearis, worth in 
the vicinity of a million francs.

She seemed to profit by 
the attention, for she maintained 
magnificent establishments in 
Paris, London and Marseilles. 

She first came to public atten- 
tion about 1900, when she was lit- 
tle more than 15 years old. Those 
who knew her then said she was a 
beautiful child, with glorious blonde 
hair, “the color of ripening wheat,” 
and she had been educated in a re- 
ligious school by her parents, Mon- 
sieur and Mme. Hippolyte Caire. 
She ran away from home at 15 to 
go on the stage, and became a 
chorus girl in a Montmartre caba- 
ret. Her first name of Gabrielle 
she shortened to Gaby, and adopted 
the surname Deslys, “of the Lil- 
Hes.“ 

Before very long she had gradu- 
ated from the chorus, and was 
gaining prominence as a dancer 
and actress. She appeared in music 
halls and then in Paris theaters. 
That afforded her entre into thea- 
ters in all parts of Europe, so that 
by the time she moved into the 
royal palace of Portugal she was 
well known. 

* „ * 
T was in a theater in Paris that 

Alphonso first saw her. He 

spent much of his time in Paris 
before Spanish republicans sent 
him there permanently, and Man- 


uel was there frequently at the 


same time. So Alphonso took Man- 
uel around to the stage entrance, 
and Manuel took Gaby home. 

In many ways it was really the 
making of her. Mrs. Grundy might 
snort at such a going on, but it 
was good publicity to have helped 
edge a king off a throne, so after 
Manuel moved to England, Gaby 
always played to a full house. ‘An 
overflow house, in fact, because 
the public thronged to see her, and 
her fame spread to America.

After Gaby's death there was, as 
might be expected, a controversy 
over the inheritance of her prop- 
erty. However, the basis was quite 
unusual, for it was the assertion 
that Gaby was not Gaby, she was 
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Hedy Navratil. A Hungarian named 
Navratil came forward with a 
claim to her estate on the allega- 
tion that she was his daughter, 
who had run away from home 
about 1900, had gone on the stage 
as Gaby Deslys. However, shortly 
after he filed his claim, Hedy 
Navratil appeared and asserted she 
was still much alive. That should 
have ended the matter, but by that 
time it had come out that Gaby 
Deslys had given her real name as 
Hedy Navratil in the Paris social 
directory in the years from 1915 
to 1920. So it looked as if Hedy 
and Gaby might have been the 
same, or as if it was not Gaby 
that died in 1920, or as if a lot of 
things that have never been 
straightened out. Nevertheless, 
Madame Caire of Marsailles, who 
was accepted by Gaby as her moth- 
er, remained in charge of the es- 
tate and administered it to the 
benefit of the poor of the city. 

Incidentally, it may be well to 
mention that Manuel lost his 
throne, but not his living because 
of Gaby. The good Republic of 
Portugal thoughtfully settled on 
him $3300 a month as a pension, 
so that in 1913 he was enabled 
to marry Princess Augusta Vic- 
toria, daughter of Prince Wilhelm 
of Hohenzellern, a distant relative 
of the erstwhile Kaiser Wilhelm of 
Germany.
